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TO AVERT NATIONALIZATION 
Liberalization af New York state's uneni' 
ploymcnt compensation system appears prob- 
able. And ihat Is of Immediate Interest to 
each of the otlier 47 states and the District 
ol Columbia. 

Proposed clinngcs would Increase the week- 
ly bcncllt rate pdld to persons who lose their 
iobs, would cxlcrtd the period during which 
benefits cnn be obtained, would bring partial 
unemployment under the system and would 
reduce the waiting period. According to which 
of three proposals Is adopted, the change 
.would add from 24 to 40 million dollars to the 
annual cost of unemployment bcncflLs In 
the Empire state alone. 

Superridlally. perhaps, the outlay of many 
millions annually by New York Is a matter 
of local option, and ol casual interest to worlt- 
ers or taxpayers, of the other jurisdictions 
which have such systems. 

But the experts are convinced that upon 
New York's action will depend whether any 
of the state.^ shall even possess unemploy- 
ment compensation systems of their own 
much longer. 

Tlie federal government Is committed to 
an attempt to natlonallKC the set-up, and to 
take It out of the hands of the states. Or- 
ganized labor leans toward such a step. That 
Is why the most reactionary employer groups 
■arc vying with social workers In hoping that 
New York will deprive Washington of a pow- 
erful weapon by liberalizing the law In the 
largest and most prominent unit of the sys- 
tem. 

The danger is real, unless one favors cen- 
tralizing one service after another In Wash- 
ington until the states lose everything but a 
ruDber-stdmp administrative place in the 
federal scheme. 

Sidney Hlliman, worried about the millions 
who would be thrown out of work temporarily 
by Industrial conversion to war production, 
had a bill Introduced appropriating $300,- 
000,000 to be added to unemployment bene- 
fits disbursed under state laws. That, in It- 
self, was worthy and proper. 

But the bill provided that, the president — 
which meant Administrator McNutt — could 
promulgate regulations with which the states 
" must comply. And the tentative list made 
public would have raised all weekly benefit 

■ rates by 20 per cent, extended their dura- 
tion to a lull six months, and brought every 
employer of a single workman under the 
system. 

Such generosity went far beyond what even 
the richest stfitc could afford. 

The Hlliman proposal was killed In com- 
mittee by the bitter opposition of state of- 
ficialdom. For the moment It appears per- 
manently dead. But Word comes that unless 
the states go at least part way toward satis- 
fying the demand for liberalization, Wosh- 
Ington will revive the campaign lor nallonal- 
- Izatlon of unemployment compensation. 
Keep -an eye on this situation-. Its solution 
may have a great deal to do with the type 
' of federal government with which we emerge 

■ from this war.

CONSIDER TEACHERS' HEALTH 

Ladles and gentlemen, will 
please be watchful of your teachers' 
health and strength these days and 
do not .Impose any unneccMaiTr bur. 
dens upon Uicm. The schools an 
swamped with reports, nil ot which 
aro made by the teachers. The varl- 
oiu departments of social welfare, 
war work, child care, aro leatilns 
hard on the school teachers nlVmer 
the land. 

The boards ol education and the 
supervisors are demandlna more 
and more courses In education, first 
alii, war service.!, all to be taken 
after school hours. Always 
tenchers are on duty the full school 
day. dolna their best to keep the 
cla.ssrooms up to their usual stan- 
dard ot order and work. 

In some of our clUes .schooLs nri 
five stories high, and the sialr» an 
long and steep. Children are nC' 
componled by teacliers every time 
they go up and down those stnlrf 
Rnpld drllla come often IheM tltiy; 
The principal calls one: the central 
boards calU one: perhaps thl.i 1 
day the local board drops in 
calls for another. 

Imagine how Uie teacher feels 
who takes those lonit lines of chll' 
dren down those stairs, out to i>0' 
sltlon, and back again, time after 
time: then attend the dLimliaaLi, 
conferences, aocs lo the cour.M 
signed her and when she geLs home 
at last, attacks the lest pniicrn, 
the next day's plans. 

An Inconsiderate Request 

Not long ago, after a doy crow 
with work and excitement, a pretty 
lady visited the office ot a ureal 
public school In one ot our large; 
cities. She represented a group c 
ladles, well-to-do. who did volunteer 
work lor the aervlccs. 

"You see we must be tree for Uie 
best part of the day, say from about 
ten to three or four, and we want 
someone responsible to look after 
the children. We Ihouaht wc could 
Bather them Into one hmisc. 
have a bla Uvlna-room, and you 
could send a leacher over to look 
after them tmUl we got home." 

That actually happened. 

N- teacher that I ever met shirked 
a task tor the aood of the r,ci 
We register the men; we make 
veys; we make out cards wlUiout 
end: we escort children; wc do Ited 
Cress work and first aid. Wc also 
teach the claa.'.c3 for which W( 
responsible. We arc wlUlna. glad, to 
help anywhere, anytime, when It Is 
necessary. 

What WB oak Is that 11 be neces- 
sary, and Uiat those wlio nsk for 
the work consult the teachers who 
will have to lake on Uie job. A 
the teochers, not the supervisors. 
Consult the Teacher 

Teachers do the work. The heads 
may plan, Uie supervisors comi 
alonff nnd crlllclic, usually In nreix- 
Uve terms, but the teacher behind 
llio desk does the work. On her falls 
the burden of whatever task Is un- 
dcrlakcn. 

It Is riaht then to consult her 
about the work proposed: ask her 
cooperation; get her advice. It Is 
not right to lake her for granted 
and pile work on her slioulders until 
she cannot stand up under the load. 

Teachers are a trained, organ' 
Ited body ot Intelllaent workers, 
and It Is nattaal for the people lo 
turn lo ihftn for help In Umc of 
trouble. Wo are ready to render 
our best service always. But plen.'.e 
consult us about the Idea first. Wc 
will get further and far faster a " 
that Is done.

By Dec. 7 a small 
manufacturing empire vox turning 
out airplanes, cement, glass, paper, 
textiles, chemlcal.i. steel and weap- 
ons. Part of this sj'stem already has 
been snhwted by the Nipponese. 

IronlcoJlj'. due lo Ihe pre-war 
energy ot the Dutch, Japnn now Is 
well supplied with aluminum tor 
planes. During Uie Inst six yenrs 
bauxite deposits were worked tre- 
mendousli'. In lUO approximately 
two hundred and forty-tlvo thou-; 
sand tons wct'c exported of which 
Tokyo took neorly two. hundred 
thou.-.ond. Tlie metal whonc sale lin- 
ed the mine oijcrators' pockets wlih 
gold returned ngaln this year to 
bomb the orctilpclago Into rubble.

Indians, as the collapse of the nego- 
tiations leaves them sUll at odds 
a1Ui the BrltLih. Many of Uiem 
feel more strongly about post griev- 
ances than about ijie present men- 

Tlie effect on the United Nations 
Is also likely to be adverse. It leaves 
the British and Americans In the 
position ot trying to defend India 
while there la an tmbridgeable po- 
ll Ucnl gulf between the Brillsh and 
the Indians. Furthermore, some ot 
the new.ipapera— and even Nehni. 
In hLs s tat em en take a re.sentlul 
tone toward the American effort 
help. 

Most of tho military people with 
whom I have talked believe that 
the breakdown of the negoUaUans 
means .Uiat Japan will mora with 
mora detemilnaUon than 
order lo Uke advantage ol the sptlC 
and bag India. 

Undoubtedly fifth-column acUv. 
lly will be aliarply Increased. AgenU 
Of Uie Japanese will capltallxe 
among Indians on Crippa' failure, 
and will represent the Jape as lib- 
Nehru's reJecUon of tho Crlpps 
compromUe opens the door lor the 
blBKMi fifUi-column Job of World 
warn. The sltuaUon creates a ser- 
ious problem, parUcularly for tho 
American effort in both India and 
Clilna. India Ilea athwart the route 
to Clilna. II tho J a p *ne»e ~are al- 
lowed to cut oI( China, the Chlneae 
wUl have difficulty In continuing 
their resistance. The American 
forces In China and Burma will be 
Isolated,

American strengUi In India. Ameri- 
can flying fortresses have been 
striking nt the Japs from bases In ■ 
India, nie American technical 
ml.ulon to India under Henry F. 
Grady Li Undertaking to assLit In In- 
creasing India's war production. All 
this explains the activity ot Louis 
Johnson In striving for a Brlll.-.h- 
Indlan agreement. American lives 
aro Involved. The whole future of 
the American effort In this area Is 
Involved. 

Americans have long been sympa- 
thetic wlUi India's osplmUons for 
self-government. Washington en- 
couraged the British to try for an 
adjustment, but its efforts appnr- 
cnUy have been misunderstood. They 
are regarded by some Indians— In- 
cluding Nehru himself— as Interfer- 
ence In a family quarrel. It would 
be unfortunate If we took that too 
seriously, however. As 1 pointed out 
In my recent dLspatclies from Allah- 
abad, even such an Intelligent leader 
as Nehru seems lo be unable to 
shake oft his bitterness over thu " 
past. ' 

When I talked with Nehru at Al- 
lahabad, he spoke ot extensive plans 
Uiat he and his colleaBUcs hnd 
worked out for development ot In- 
dustries In India. "But," he told me. 
"we met with obstruction by vested 
Interests, and wlien I was put In 
jaU the work stopped. Certain vest- 
ed Intcrestfl did not want Indians to 
develop Industry. Yet those very 
Industries would have been most 
useful In the war effort now." 

And ho reminded me that Indians, 
when beaten by the police during 
Independence demonstrations, have 
schooled tliemselves In non-resist- 
ance.

He pointed out that Oandhl op- 
pooed the use of force In resUUna 
the Japanese, proixislng to rely only 
on non-3Ubmls,ilon and non-cooper- 
aUcti. But he added that the All 
India congress as a whole "Is not 
Inclined lo accept non-violence as 
a means of dealing wlUi an external 
aggressor."
